PHILOSOPHY OF THE DEVIL 


During all this war this writer. and 
doubtless millions of others in this country, 


have been puzzled over, and unable to ac- 
count for the amazing brutality, the utter 
heartlessness and the terrible atrocities 
committeed by the Germans—their ruth- 
less inhumanity. There is no longer any 
doubt of these horrors beinz committed. 
At first we thought it migh' be only wild 
stories of war which were wafted back, but 
all that gauze has been ‘swept away long 
ago. The fiendish deeds, almost baffling 
description and fit only te have conception 
in darkest and hottest hell, are only to true, 
and have long ago been proven by thous- 
ands of eye witnesses, by kodak pictures 
and by unimpeachable testimony. But the 
question, ‘‘why,’’ still remained to be ans- 
wered, and to a large extent yet remains 
unanswered, Hence this editorial. We 
believe the people want to know, and we¢ 
believe that we have it finally ‘*doped out”’ 
about as it is. 

This writer attended a German school in 
early childhood, in Chicago, where only the 
German langnage was spoken. Later in 
life we boarded with a German family in 
Omaha, for years, while learning our trade 

“asaprinter. In after life we have met and 
had business dealings, friendships and 
minglings with many Germans, in every 
state in the Union. We always found 
them kind-hearted, sympathetic, generous, 
charitable, honest, industrious, patriotic, 
clean, wholesome people, good friends, and 

‘ good neighbors. And so when we came to 
read of all the unspeakable horrors they 
have been committing in this war, we simp- 
ly could not understand it. Such tales and 
our intimate knowledgs of the Germans in 
this country did not fit in together even 
a little bit. It has puzzled us more than 
anything else in recent years. Now it is 
clear. 

Clearly it was impossible that the Ger- 
mans as we have all knoWn them here, were 
incapable of these awful crimes, yet the 
crimes have been and are being committed. 
The answer is that during all these years 
a new and altogether different race of Ger- 
mans has grown up in the old country from 
those who came over here twenty or thirty 
or forty years ago, and we did not know or 
realize that such was the case, because we 
were not there mingling with them, and 
continued to judge them by the the good 
old samples around us in the United States. 
Probably when the German people in this 
country come to know and to realize what 
we are now beginning to find out about 
the great change in the new generation of 

, Germans in the old country, they will be 
as much surprised and disgusted with them 
as most anybody else, allowing, of course, 
for some softening on their part because of 
relationship. 

Judging from the thousands of Germans 
we have met and known in this country, 
we believe that they, taken as a whole and 
allowing for exceptions, are just as much 
incapable of absorbing and adopting the 
new philosophy with whicfi Germany is 
now soaked almost from one end to the 
other, as we Americans could be. That 
sort of thing has to be started in child- 
hood, taught in the schools and be, as it 
were, born in the flesh and bred in the bone, 
in order to ever arrive where it now is in 
Germany. 

And what is the philosophy of Neitzsche. 

We have read before that the philosophy 
of Nietzsche was being taught in the pri- 
mary schools of Germany, but it did not 
mean anything to us to read that, as we 
did not know what the philosophy of Nietz- 
sche was, and naturally presumed it was 
something probably good and at least 
harmless, since it was being taught to chil- 
dren, 

Probably a let of our readers have not 
remained so ignorant about this matter as 
we have, but it is more than likely that 
many of them have, as we are all pretty 
busy people nowdays and have little time 
for study and research along the lines of 
philosophy. 

Know, then, that this philosophy of 
Nietzsche was spawned by the Devil, rear- 
ed in hell and was spread out upon tle 
earth by Satan ugh the Kaiser, for no 
other purpose than to make the earth an 
annex to hell, which it done and is 
contimuing to do until the anhex is already

world he tried to damn and hand over to 
his satanic partner. 

Understand, when we thus portray this 
inhuman monster, we are speaking of the 
Kaiser, of Prussian Militarism, of Nieutz- 
sche, and of the Devil, and not of the Ger- 
men people as we of the United States 


‘ know them by association fur many years. 


They are as different, we believe, on the 
whole, as is night and day. 

Prussian autocracy and the house of 
Hohenzollern early recognized in the new 
philosophy of Neitzsche a means to obtain 
great control and, it hoped, final mastery 
over all the world dominion, hence it em- 
braced it as good, caused it to be taught in 
the school and with it warped the minds 
of the growing children and the coming 
generations. 

It would take all of this paper to tell 
you the half of the diabolical philosophy 
which has caused, or is soon to cause, the 
downfall of that once good and great peo- 
ple, but we will skim over a few para- 
graphs of it, as indicative of the whole. 

To start with, it is the direct opposite 
of all the teachings of Christ, and _it ridi- 
cules and traduced Christ and’ &ll His 
teachings as utterly wrong and sillv in 
every “particulary. Among many similar 
things it says: 

‘‘The cross of, the so-called Christ is the 
most venomous growth that embedded its 
roots in the soil of the earth.’’ 

The Biblical admonition, ‘‘Thou shalt 
not kill, and thou shalt not steal,’’ this 
philosophy likewise derides, saying that 
life itself is theft and assassination. 

It admonishes all to become HARD, for 
he who would write upon the will of mil- 
lions as upon iron must be harder than iron. 
It says you should seek your enemy and. 
make war, and love peace only as a means: 
of war. A good cause, it teaches, sancti- 
fies war, and that war and courage have 
accomplished greater things than love of 
neighbor. 

War is as necessary to the State, it de- 
clares, as slavery to society. Cruelty, the 
Nietzsche philosophy holds, has created all 
the greater civilizations of the past. That 
might is right, and that the strong ano 
privileged to trample ruthlessly under foot 
the weak and the poor in spirit. In order 
that some may be masters, many must be 
slaves. The race of supermen must kill 
off the race of underlings. Control your 
pity and your mercy, for they do wrong. 

Page after page and volume after volume 
goes on m similar'strain with the most 
devilish and diabolical teachings the world 
ever knew or that mortal mind ever con- 
ceived. It was given great financial as- 
sistance and wide circulation all over Cer- 
many by the aristocracy and ruling powers, 
At the end, Nietsche, shouted:  “T have 
slain God,’’and his reason tottered into in- 
sanity, from which he died, a frothing fool.

These millions of voung rermpan soldiers, 
just arrived at manhood, have been insid- 
iously taught through childhood, at their 
schools and everywhere, this devilish phi. 
losophy of hell, of Satan, of Czar Nietz- 
sche.and of Kaiser Wilhelm. No wonder 
they are but fiends in human ‘shape. 

Study this out and you will understand 
the dwful crimes we hear of now every 
day from the fighting fronts. Remember 
that during the Franco-Prussian war the 
Germans did not do these things. It*is the 
new generation which has grown up since 
—a whole generation reverted to barbar- 
ism. ‘ 

Reasoning along these lines one can the 
better understand the rearing of factories 
there for the reduction of fats and glycer- 
ine from the human bodies killed in war; 
the inhuman invasion of Belgium with all 
its-attending horrors; the hiring of the as- 
sassin whose act in Serbia was made an ex- 
cuse for the war long planned and ready 
to spring; the sinking of the Lusitania; the 
sacking of Louvain; the devilish undersea 
warfare; the gas bombs, the liquid fires 
murder foul as the breath of hell of naked 
mother and unborn babe; killing even of 
the trees; devastation and rnin everywhere 
as a fire or pestilence; co-operation with 
the unspeakable Turk in the assassination 
of the whole Armenian race; the devasta- 
tion of Poland; of Serbia and part of. 

the massacre of Christians; cold- 


bloodged murder of thousands of prisoners 
-to save food; and a thousand other things 
‘whieh: make the flesh creep and the heart °
